The Celebrated Adams Ex- 
press Robbery Case Ends 
Suddenly To-Day. 


Judge Normile Orders the Jury 
to Acquit Ex-Messenger 
Fotheringham, 


Because the Court Has No Jurisdiction and 
Cannot Try the Case—The Halt Called 
When the Evidence Developed That the 
Robbery Began Near Oak Ridge, Mo.—A 
Verdict So Curious That Counsel Never 
Heard of It Before—The Messenger Dis- 
charged—Probability of Further Prose- 
cution—Criticizing the State’s Opening. 


The trial of Express Messenger David 8. 
Fotheringham was resymed in the Criminal 
Court this morning. The court-room was 
well filled with spectators, but by no means 
crowded. As on the previous days of the 
trial, the mother of the defendant was seated 
beside him, and Celsus Price, Jasper N. Burks 
and other friends of Fotheringham were pres- 
ent. There were also a few ladies inside the 
bar. 

CONDUCTOR H. C. SPENGLE, 
who took outthe Frisco train the night of the 
robbery, was recalled to the stand, his cross- 
examination not having been finished yester 
day. Mr. Harvey took up the cross-examina- 
tion of the witness where he had left off yes- 
terday. Mr. Spengle said he had met Fother- 
ingham previous tothe robbery, but was not 
well acquainted with him. . The train, after 
leaving the Union Depot, stopped at Grand 
avenue, at Chelteuham, at Oak Ridge and 
South Kirkwood, and at Mincke, where there 
was an obstruction on the track. It was at 
the last-named place that he knocked on 
the car-door, and received no response. 
Afterward Fotheringham was found bound, 
and he stated that he had heard the witness 
knock on the car door, but that Wittrock was 
standing over him at the time witha revolver 
in his hand, and that was why he did not give 
the alarm. Marshall crossing was about ten 
miles from Mincke, and Pacific was a mile west. 
of the crossing. The State law required them 
to stop at Marshall crossing, and they also 
made a stop at Pacific. At St. Clair he he | 
cry of help from Fotheringham’s ar. | 
messenger was found bound lying in the car 
with his face down. He was securely bound— 
he was tied to stay’’ said the wit- 
ness. When Fotheringham was unbound 
his limbs appeared stiff and useless. 
A handkerchief appeared to have been placed 
on the meseenger’s wrist and twine and leath- 
er afterward to secure him the better. A 
rope was tied around Fotheringham’s neck 
and do the other end of it was tied a heavy 
iron casting thrown over the safe in such a 
manner that if he attempted to move,the rope 
would choke him. The witness told the de- 
fendant at St. Olair to make up a report of 
what was missing and have it ready to give to 
him at Sullivan. The witness saw a bag of 
silver cut open, but could not tell from the 
appearance of things what was missing as he 
had not known what was in the car. At Sulli- 
van Station Fotheringham told him he was 
engaged in checking his way bills when 


he was attacked. IIe told him 
that the robbertook his revolver from him 
and thought he had taken it from the car. The 
witness did not see any weapon in the car. In 
his report made at Cuba Junction Fothering- 

ham gave a description of the robberas weigh- 

— k pounds or more, a light mustache and 
light complexioned, with large feet and hands. 
The witness did not remember the description 
fully as he was excited and busy at the time. 
At St. Clair the witness instructed the tele- 
2 operator, who knew as much as anyone 
of the robbery, to telegraph all about it to St. 
Louis. Fotheringham afterward told the con- 
ductor that the amount stolen was between 
$40,000 and $50,000. At firstthe messenger re- 
fused to give it because it was against the rule 
of the company. 

The witness had been interviewed severa 
times, and once they were confronted each 
with the other at the Southern Hotel. Their 
statements there were materially the same, 
at least the witness could see no important 
difference in what they said. After that the 
witness was interviewed no more. He sup- 
posed the idea in having them confront each 
other was to have them contradict each other. 

Mr. Harvey wanted to know if the witness 
was not convinced, from what he had seen, of 
the innocence of the defendant. e question 
was objected to and ruled out. The witness 
was discharged. 

Circuit Attorney Clover then stated that the 
indictment against Fotheringham charged him 
both witb larceny and receiving stolen prop- 
erty. They would electto try only the lar- 
ceny count and would dismiss as to the re- 
ceiving the stolen property.

This finished his examination and he was 
permitted to come down from the stand. 

The Court then ordered that the jury retire, 
and it was known from his questions that the 
question of venue was to be decided. 

When the jurors hau been locked in an ante- 
room, the Court stated that before the case 
progressed any further he wanted to know 
whether he had any jurisdiction in the matter. 
If he did not there was no use 
trying the case. He wanted to know 
whether the State had any evidence 
to offer to show that the crime had not been 
commenced at Oak Hill, and progressed to 
some point further West, and he also wanted 
to know whether the State would claim that 
any of the stolen property was carried into 
this — by Fotheringham. 

Circuit Attorney Clover said the State had 
no proof that he had, and would make no such 
claim. They based their jurisdiction on sec- 
tion 1,696 of the revised statutes, which provides 
that any offense committed on a steamboat or 
railroad train may be tried in any county 
through which such boat or train passes, 

The Court inquired if any of the attorneys 
had anything to say in regard to the validity of 
this section. He was informed,that they had 
not, and then said: 

THROWN OUT OF COURT. 


The view the Court entertains of this statute 
isfnot a doubtful one. I regret that as this trial 
has progréssed so far, it cannot be finished in 
this court. We have reached a stage ofthe 
investigation which discloses, for the 
first time, a state of facts that precludes this 
court from jurisdiction over the offense if any 
was committed by the accused. The robbery 
or larceny, whichever it may prove to be, was 
commenced at Oak Ridge, in. St. Louis 
County, on a train moving west and away 
from this city. How long it consumed 
to effect the asportation of the contents of the 
safe of the express company may be reason- 
ably approximated. It is at least certain 
that it was consummated farther from the 
territorial limits of the jurisdiction of this 
court than it was commenced, and was 
neither begun nor ended in the City 
of St. Louis. It is a very old principle of the 
common law that offenses must be tried in the 
vicinage or neighborhood where they were 
committed. The earliest juries were confined 
to eye- witnesses who formed their 
verdicts solely on their own kKnowl- 
edge. Later on persons were 
taken in England to distant countries, denied 
process for witnesses in their behalf, tried 
without an opportunity of proving their inno- 
cense and frequently executed, not for their 
guilt, but as victims of oppression or poverty. 
In order to guard against the possibility 
of such injustice ever finding a _  foot- 
ing on this side of the ocean, the various 
State Constitutions provide that criminal 
offences must be prosecuted in the Counties 
where they happen to be perpetrated. In the 
case before the court I have no. doubt 
that the convenience of both sides is 
best subserved by a trial here. 
cannot consult convenience, however, and 
must be controlled solely by the provision of 
the Constitution which emphatically declares 
that an offense can de tried only in 
the 2 ity where committed. This mean 
ing ' the Constitution is manifest.

The indictment in this case is evidently 
founded on the supposed validity of section 
1,696, which authorizes a prosecution for an 
offense committed on a railroad car in any 
County through which the car may run, no 
matter what may be the County in which 
the offense may have really happened. 
This particular section has never been 
before the 8 Court, itis true, but sec- 
tion 1,691 bas been, and is ‘declared unconsti- 
tutional and void (87th Mc., 164). They are 
alike in principle and each declares, that 

offenses may be prosecuted in a county 
different from the one wherein the offense 
occurred. All laws of this nature are declared 
unconstitutional, and ae ak sec- 
tion 1,696, relied on to brin his case 
within the jurisdiction of this — cannot for 
this reason be upheld.

_ LONDON, May ¢.—Without a word of warning 
‘the question of Parliamentary privileges 
Versus Parnellism and crime was éprung 
upon the House of Commons last night. The 
members of the Government were extremely 
ungry with Sir Charies Lewis, who, without 
informing them, and despite the protests of 
“the chief Conservattve's whip, moved, in an 
@laborate speech that the Times article on 
Monday, declaring Dillon’s explanation to be 
n tissue of gross and palpable falsehoods, was 
m= breach of privilege. Lewis, by the way, is 
the man who once called the attention of the 
House to a statement in the London World 
newspaper, that he, Lewis, wore a white 
Waistcoat. Mr. Smith, for the Govern- 
ment, moved an adjournment of the 
Vobate, which naturally called down 
upon him from the month of Healy a 
vehement denunclation for expecting the Par - 
mellites to reply when they were silent, and 
closing their mouths when they wished to 
speak. Mr. Dillon, after some hesitation, for 
the natural reason that he did not want to ex- 
Pose his defense till he had heard the case 
‘against him, declared the two columns in the 
Times to be base, atrocious calumnies and his 
willingness to meet the printer of the Times at 
the bar of the House ana prove him to be a 
oui and cowardly liar. The question whether 
or not the Times article constitutes a breach 
of privilege remains to be decided. In all 
probability the Times will now have to make 
good its charges against Dillon. It will be 
odd if, in some way or other, the quéstion of 
the Parnell letter is not dragged in also. The 
uffair comes up again this afternoon.

SAFETY OF PASSENGERS. 


Important Decision in M. Board’s Case 
Against a French Kailway.. 
Bpecial cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch. 
Paris, May 4.—The Civil Court of Marseilles 
has just given judgment in an action brought 
by the American artist, M. Board, against the 
Paris, Lyons & Mediterranean Railway Com- 
pany. Sometimeago, when M. Board was 
‘traveling from Cannes to Monaco, he was at- 
tacked in the compartment whicn he occupied 
and was seriously wounded. He accordingly 
sued the company for damages and has 
gained his case. Thecourt maintained thata 
veritable contract existed between the 
passenger who bought his ticket and 
the company that sold it. The company was 
dound not only to convey the traveler to the 
Place mentioned on his ticket, but to see him 
safely through his journey. The fault, in the 
Opinion of the court, lay with the carriages 
used. It wasinvain that the company urged 
that it was compelled to conform to regula- 
tions and toadopt the pattern insisted on. 
The Court declared that it had nothing to do 
with the question, and the company’s obliga- 
tions toward the Government could not pre- 
vent the judges from deciding in favor of the 
individual who happened to suffer through 
defects with which they found fault. This 
judgment is attracting a good deal of notice, 
as it practically renders railway companies 
responsible for any assault that may be com- 
mitted on their passengers. The company 
will possibly appeal against this verdict. If 
the judgment be confirmed a precedent will be 
established which will affect not only the 
Paris, Lyons 4 Mediterranean Company, but 
all other railway companies as well.

E GOVERNMENT’S COURSE. 

Continuing, Mr. Smith said it would be 
Against the dignity of the House to summon 
the Times to the bar without previously in- 
quiring into the circumstances. The gentle- 
men below the gangway, Mr. Smith added, 
asked that a select committee be constituted 
to inquire forthwith into the allegations 
of the Times. The practice of the 
Hiouse has been to divest itself 
es far as possible of judicial duty. 
The Government thought such a committee as 
was asked for would be unfitted to consider 
puch grave questions as would have to be re- 
erred to it for decision. The Government, 
feeling it to be their duty to endeavor to solve 
the question, had instructed the Attorney- 
General, and such others as he cared to asso- 
ciate with him, to prosecute the Times for the 
jibel on Mr. Dillon, who was at liberty to se- 
Ject such counsel as he saw fit. In conclusion, 
Mr. Smith urged the House to accept the 
course proposed. 

HELPING THE TIMES,

Sir Edward Clarke, Solicitor-General, moved 
an amendment to the Government’s proposal 
to the effect that the House did not consider 
the Times“ statements concerning Mr. Dillon 
a breach of privilege. Justifying his action in 
offering the amendment, Sir Edward de- 
glared that there was no record of Parlia- 
ment having committed a man to custody 
for breach of privilege, such as the action of 
the Times was now alleged to be. He added 
that he and the Attorney-General were re- 
sponsible for the advice on which the Govern- 
ment had acted. He proposed to confine him- 
self to the legal points of the case regardless 
of party politics. He then quoted prece- 
dents toshow that the House was not the 
proper tribunal to deal with such matters. No 
corruption has been alleged of a member, nor 
had any contempt of the House been ex: 
hibited such as had constituted the offense in 
preyious cases where breach of privilege had 
been committed. The course of prose- 
cution, the  Solicitor-General said, would 
be left to such persons as the 
Irish members might nominate—both counsel 
and solicitors. If the Government were 
asked to appoint them, they would interpose 
no objection. In conelusion, Sir Edward 
slightly modified his amendment, making it 
read that the House declines to-treat the 
Times’ publicaution as a breach of privilege. 

THE TIMES’ PROTEST. 

The Times, in an editorial referring to Mr. 
Lewis’ motion that the House of Commons 
take notice of the Times’ charges against Mr. 
Dillion, says: ‘‘Wé are unable to see why Mr. 
Lewis felt called upon to protest. We have 
no objection to the issue being raised, 
either in or out of Parliament. Still, 
we cannot help regretting that 
urgent business should be delayed even fora 
day by debates upon what we published in 
good faith and with evidence confirmatory of 
everything we advanced. While we shrink 
from no form of inquiry, we do not think the 
House would be weil advised in dealing with 
the question as one of privilege. While 
not wishing to discuss the merits of the 
controversy at the present moment, 
we would say that no journal in 
the United Kingdom, least of all 
the organs of the Parnellites, would be safe 
for a week if it were held inadmissible to con- 
tradictany statement in the House, even if 
the amplest proofbe furnished at the time in 
support ofthe contradiction. In electing to 
challenge this decision the Parnellites have 
chosen a curiously narrow ground. They 
must be aware that the statements assailed as 
a breach of privilege must be dealt with 
seperately from other matters that hitnerto 
have been allowed to remain untouched.’’ |

Mexico. 


HARBOR IMPROVEMENTS. 
CITY OF MEXICO, May 4, via Galveston.—The 
Government will soon give notice of the re- 
sumption of work on the harbor improve- 
ments at Vera Cruz. The contractor for 
the work is a Frenchman, M. Cerdan. 
The Government is to pay 4, 000, 000 
in weekly lustallments of $10,000 and 
the contractor agrees to complete the 
work in five years. Theamount due at the 
time of the completion of the work will be paid 
on the same terms. There is great satisfaction 
at Vera Cruz over the prospect of a renewal of 
the work, as a great deal of apprehension has 
been felt there over the growing importance 
of El Paso and Laredo, two Texan cities that 
are getting a large share of Mexican business. 

THE NATIONAL RAILROAD. 

A party of railroad officials of the National 
Railroad, consisting of President Raoul, Vice- 
President. Dodge, Chief-Engineer Hand and 
others, arrived at San Luis Potosi yesterday 
and willreach this city Thursday or Friday. 
They are making a journey over the route of 
the unbuilt section of the National Railroad 
Company’s main line, the construction of 
which is to begin within a few months. On 
reaching that city the party will go over the 
Western Division of the railroad as far as Lake 
Patzquaro. 

NEW RAILROAD ENTERPRISES. 

The promoters ofa new railroad enterprise 
in the State of Chiapa, which is to be built with 
American capital, are in this city. The Cen- 
tral Mexico Railroad Company, recently organ- 
ized to build a railroad from the main line of 
the Mexican Central road to Guadalajara, be- 
gan the construction of the road Monday. 

THE PRESIDENTIAL BILL. 

The Senate yesterday took up the bill re- 
pealing the constitutional prohibition ofa 
second term for President, and after a short 
discussion the measure was passed unani- 
mously, forty-three Senators voting. The 
measure will now go tothe State Legislature 
for final ratification.

GEN. BOULANGER’S ORDER.

A CANADIAN KICK AGAINST THE INTER- 
| STATE COMMERCE LAW. 


Dominion Merchants Reluctant to Buy 
Goods in the States on Account of Un- 
settled Freight Rates—The Annual Re- 
port of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
Fe—Laxe Shore Election and Keport— 

- Railroad News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 4.—The State De- 
partment has received and transmitted 
to the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
the following letter from the United States 
Commercial Agent at London, Ontario, rela- 
tive to the effects of the interstate commerce 
law on trade between the United States and 


Canada: 


UNITED StvyTES COMMERCIAL AGENCY, 
LONDON, Ont., April 25, 1887. 


Hon. James D. Porter, Assistant Secretary of 

State, Washington, D. C.: 

Sm-I deem it but proper to apprise you of 
the disastrous effect of the interstate com- 
merce bill on imports and exports to and from 
Canada and the United States, it being a matter 
of importance to our merchants and manu- 
facturers and also to the revenue of our Gov- 
ernment. The result of the act has been most 
damaging to us, both as regards expurts and 
imports, and is severely feit both by the buy- 
ers and sellers to and from the United 
States. The records of this office for 
the month of April show less activity 
and fewer exports than ever before, 
for the same period, and the same, I believe,to 
be true throughout Canada. In fact, for a 
week after the bill took effect, business was at 
adead standstill, and is at present confined 
almost exclusively to points like Buffalo and 
Detroit, which are immediately across the 
line and require no haul over American fail- 
ways. The Canadian railways can not yet 
give a through rate over their own and 
connecting American lines, and shippers are 
consequently unwilling to let their goods go 
to the frontier, not knowing what the future 
delivery to an inland or seaboard point will 
cost. This, however, is by no means the 
worst feature of the case, as the importance 
of receiving Canada’s exports is lost when 
compared with the damage done our import 
trade into Canada. As I showed in my annual 
report, we last year lost some 10 per cent of an 
advantage over England in this market, and 
where competition Is keen and freight from 
England and New York so near the same, and 
in this,the busy season of selling goods for de- 
livery, we give the Englishman 

A GREAT ADVANTAGE OVER US 

by his being able to name the exact rate of 
freight, while the American salesmen in the 
present chaotic condition of railway tariffs can 
not say whether the rate on his goods will 
be $1 or $ per hundred pounds. A settlement 
must shortly be arrived at, or our commerce 
will receive such damage that it will take 
years to regain the lost trade and the prestige 
which we now enjoy in this country. To ex- 
emplify, acase has just come to my notice of 
a Canadian merchant who tried to make a pur- 
chase of California goods, amounting to about 
$10,000, but had to give itup on account of the 
inability of the American railways to 
make him a freight rate, and conse- 
quently he purchased elsewhere. In some 
cases where shipmente have gone out the rates 
have been so much higher than before the 
passage of the bill that ye! have absorbed 
all profit and discouraged shippers from re- 
2 their consignments; the increase has 
een from 25 to 100 per cent above the old 
rates, which is a bad condition of affairs, 
while prices remain the ‘same. This 
is also true as regards American goods 
coming into Canada, and rates are 
so high and irregular that merchants 
here are grumbling and will find other places 
to purchase if the evil be not corrected. There 
are now lying here thirty-one car-loads of 
a single commodity waiting rates over United 
States railways,which will probably be so high 
that it will be impossibie to export it. I submit 
the above facts without commentastoremedy. 
But they are hard facts, and ones for which 
relief should be found at once.

The A., T. & S. F. Report. 


Boston, Mass., May 4.—The annual report 
of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railroad, 
which will be ready for the stockholders on 
Thursday next, will be an unusually interest- 


ing document containing much valuable in- 
formation relative to proposed extensions of 
the system. A valuable feature will be an 
elaborate map, which shows thatthe railway 
public has een wrong in 3 to 
some Atchison extensions. The higago, 
Sante Fe and OCOalifornia extension as 
laid out on this map runs almost in an air 
line from Kansas City to Fort Madison, a 
oint atthe junction of the three States of 
owa, Missouri and Llinois. Crossing into 
Illinois, the first important point tapped is 
Galesburg. Then it runs nearly due east to 
Streator, and from Streator northeast, via 
Joliet, to Chicago. From Streator a branch 
runs southwest to Pekin. Leaving Chicago and 
passing back to Kansas, the Atchison has laid 
out for itself extensive new fields of 
railroad construction toward the west and 
southwest. Leaving Ness, in the central part 
of Kansas, an extensionis tobe built across 
the prairies of Western Kansas and Eastern 
Colorado for from 300 to 400 miles to Colorado 
Springs.

From Kivra, one of 
the termini of the Southern Kansas, on the 
Indian Territory frontier of Kansas, a line is 
proposed across the Indian Territory, North- 
west Texas, over the Liano Estacado, and 
the Southwestern part of New Mexico, al- 
mostinan air line onto El Paso. The pros- 
pective line, which is at least 600 miles long, 
will effect a saving of more than that 
distance in from Missouri

ler, and the building of it will bring 
El Paso at least 600 miles nearer the Missouri 
River, and offset the advantages of distances 
claimed by the Atchison’s formidable rival, 
the Mexican National. The construction of a 
short branch will thus give Arizona a new in- 
dependent line from Southern Kansas to a 
connection with the Atlantic & Pacific and 
another, and by all odds the shortest, trans- 
continental route.

MORE HEALTHY OPPOSITION TO HIGH ICE- 
POOL PRICES, 


Other Dealers Who Are Selling Ice at Rea- 
sonable Rates—Their £xperience With 
the Pool Men—Attempts to Frighten Ous- 
tomers—A Good Suggestion for Breaking 
the Pool—An Enormous Quantity of Ice 
Available for the St. Louis Market Out- 
side of the Pool Houses—Figures on Ice 
Profits. ‘ 


The fight against the high prices of ice goes 
merrily on, and the prospect is that the pool 
will have to be put on its own ies to re- 
duce the temperature ofthe members before 
the summer is half over. They are getting hot 
in the collar about the opposition which is de- 
veloping on all sides, and are making desperate 
efforts by threats and dire predictions to 
crush the men who were squeezed out ot the 
pool, and are selling ice at reasonable figures. 

The ‘‘combine’’ took a big contract when It 
undertook to control the price of ioe in St, 
Louis and to compel the public to pay a 
double price for this necéssary article during 
the summer. It claimed to possess and con- 
trol all the available ico in St. Louis, but this 
has been found to be s blunder. 
There is plenty of ice 6 in and 
around St. Louls not controlled 
by the pool, and, if necessary, ice can be 


brought here from a distance of 300 miles and 


more and sold at little more than half the pool 
prices at a profit. The fight by the pool 


men on Holahan & O’Brien, who 
are selling ice at from 20 to 40 
cents a hundred at Broadway and Palm street 
was described yesterday, Then the pool 
offered to sell ice at 10 cents a hundred to 
break the firm, but none of the firm’s custom- 
ers would drop into the trap. They attempted 
also to bulldoze and frighten customers 
back to the pool. The same methods are be- 

ing pursued with regard to other dealers who 
were not taken into the pool and are selling. 
ice at reasonable rates. Several of them are 
taking advantage of the high-pool price of ice 

and are making good livings selling at about 
half the price. 

Wm. V. Miller is one ot them. He has bee 
in the ice and coal business for a number o 
years, and this year started in something over 
a month ago outside of the pool. 

THE POOL MEN 

told him he could get into the pool by pay- 
ing $25, but he refused to take the offer, 
and is selling on his own hook. 
His headquarters are at 1318 North Tenth 
street, where he lives. He has no icé depot 
at present, but sells from an outside icé- 
house to his customers. The pool men 
have adopted the same methods in 
dealing with him, and have attempted 
to frighten his customers away by teilin 
them that Miller has only a smal —— 0 
ice and it cannot last long, so that they will be 
compelled to return to the pool and pay bigger 

rices then. Some oustomers have been 

rightened off by these repreventatives, 

but others o not mind them. 
One drug firm with whom Miller 
contracted tofurnish ice the — after their 
order was given wrote a note saying that they 
had changed their minds and would take ice 
only from the pool. Another ug firm was 
frightened in the same way, and attempts 
have been made on nearly all his customers.. 

Mr. Miller was seen to-day and said that 
notwithstanding the efforts of the pool to 
crush him he is doing a thriving business. 

‘*Do you anticipate any difficulty in getting 
ice all summer?’ 

Not a bit. Iwould not be afraid to con- 
tract to furnish 1 establishment with ice at 
25 cents a hundred till next winter. 

What prices are you selling at?“ 

„Jam selling down-town at cents and 30 
cents a hundred for delivered ice, and out in 
the West Ena, where the distancé is great, at 
40 cents a hundred.’’ owe 

Can you make any profits at this rate?“ 

Last month was one of the best months I 
ever had, and it was cool, too. Ican make 
alllcare to make at these prices, good fair 
profit. I can bring 1 90 

ICE HERE FROM CHICAGO 

and sell it at B cents a hundred àt a profit. It 
can be brought here ata cost of $3.10 per ton 
which, at 25 cents a hundred or $5 a ton would 
leave a margin of $1.90. This shows how high 
the price is in St. Louis under the pool rates 
and what profits are made in the business. 
I get my ice now from J. H. Vette, who bought 
the Stifel ice-house at Fourteenth and Howard 
streets, and is selling outside of the 1 He 
has enough ice there to keep me and a go 
many others busy for a good while, and he 
has ice outside of the cicy that 
he can bri in at any time, enough to 
run up to Christmas. There was more ice put 
up in and around St. Louis last winter than for 
several seasons, and there is enough available 
to keep the city in ice for five years. Why, 
lots of the ice being sold now is two years old 
and the owners are glad to get rid of it.’’ 

Do the pool men trouble you much?’’ 
They are after my customers all the time 
but most of them have stuck to me and will 
stick all summer. Mr. Frazer, the confec- 
tioner, is one of my customers, and they went 
to him last Saturday and toid him 
that the ice-house where 1 obtained 
my ice had been sold to the 
pool and that I could not get any more, and 
that he would be left on his ice cream the 
next day. Well, to protect himself Mr. 
Frazer took his usual quantity from the pool, 
and when [ went there I found the ice deliv- 
ered. Mr. Frazer had a contract with 
me, and he paid me as us and 
dropped the pool man at once. I could tell 
you lots of instances of the same kind of 
work. Even ifthey should buy Mr. Vette’s 
ice I can get it at plenty of other places. I can 
get ice from Peoria on the tracks here at $2.80 
a ton and this will leave me $2.20 margin at 
25 cents ahundred. Ican make a good deal 
more at that than working for the pool at $10 a 

week. 

Mr. Miller has two brothers who are also in 
the ice business. One is R. H. Miller at ls 
North Tenth street, and the other, W. P.

Both corroborate what their brother said and 
are selling at his prices, from 25 to 40 cents a 
hundred, against the schedule price of the 
pool which is from 4 to 60 cents. 

Mr. Frazer, whom the pool tried to frighten 
from buying of an outsider, was seen and said 
that several pool men cailed on him and told 
him that his dealer would not haul ice long, 
and that they came to him onthe day men- 
tioned by Miller and told him that the 
ice-house where Miller got his ice was sold 
and he would be left out in the heat the next 
day. He said he did not propose to

CARNEY—WM’AULIFFE. 


How the Proposed Fight Between the Light- 
Weights Was Fed.“ 


The intended match between Jack McAuliffe, 
light-weight champion of America, and 
Jimmy Carney, which it was supposed would 
be settled at the Clipper office in New York 
City, has turned out to be a great farce, re- 
marks a Boston paper. McAuliffe was willing 
to make a match upon the same conditions 
that all previous championship fights 


have heretofore been made, viz., 
the men to weigh twenty-four hours 
before the battle. Sneppard and 
Carney, acting under the advice of their man- 
ager, made this the kicking point, and re- 
fusedto make a match under those condi- 
tions. Finally, asupposed match was made 
33 Carney and Jimmy Mitchell for $1,000 
a side. 

When it became known in this city how the 
affair had turned out, the business became the 
sole topic of conversation in sporting houses. 
A well known sporting authority said: ‘‘Well, 
I just win a new hat overit. It was no trouble 
to call the turn. I bet a new spring dicer tnat 
the match would not be made, because 
Carney and his managers would not agree to 
weighing twenty-four hours before the battle. 
It was a put-up job before the Carney people 
left this city. The match which, it is stated, 
has beer made between Carney and Mitchell is 
as big aswindle as was the Carneyand Snee 
* the other evening, and which cost a lot 
of fly ducks like myself $10 each. If we had 
gone to one of the dime museums we would 
have got a better show for our money. 
Carney and Mitchell wili never fight, 
and the match has only been 
to choke McAuliffe off and to 
the public. It is a well-known fact 
that an effort was made d short time ago to get 
Mitchell to come to this city to spar Carney a 
lew rounds, but he refused. Some funny busi- 
ness has gone on in the meantime, and as 
soon as McAuliffe covers Sheppard’s draft for 
$250 (not a check, you understand), Mitchell’s 
backer drops in with his $250. Can't you see 
through it? Sheppard and Chambers are two 
of the warmest friends you can flud. You 
stroke my arm and I'll stroke your; do you 
see? Who’il find Carney’s money? Not Shep- 
pard; because, it it had not been that he had 
to = up the $500 out of his own pocket to 
make a match with McAuliffe, the battle would 
have come off.’’

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DEMPSEY DETAINED. 


The Middle-Weight Champion Arrested for 
Fighting—Account of the Contest. 


Jack Dempsey, the light-weight champion, 
is detained in Cleveland on the charge of par- 
ticipating in a glove fight, which is an offense 
in the State of Ohio. He was arrested at the 
request of a man named Curry, who had made 
arrangements with Dempsey’s agent last 
month for the champion to appear in Curry’s 
Hall. When Dempsey did appear it was at an 


opposition hall. A dispatch from Cleveland 
gives the following account of the fight: 

Jack Dempsey of New York broke his left 
arm in his fight with Reddy“ Gallagher, the 
promising young Cleveland pugilist. The 
fight was a six-round contest, with four- ounce 
gioves, for the rec ts of the house, and it 
was held inthe Frankfort Street Gymnasium. 
Dempsey’s arm was broken in the second 
round, but he continued the contest until the 
end. The fight was declared a draw. About 
two hundred people witnessed the sport. 
Dempsey was to have given an exhibition 
two weeks ago in Tom  Curry’s hall, 
and the latter caused considerable trouble 
this evening by having Dempsey arrested for 
breach of contract, buta number of sporting 
men furnished a bond for Jack's appearance 
betore a Justice of the Peace to-morrow morn- 
ing. Dempsey and Gallagher entered the ring 
somewhat late. Mike Ryan was made referee 
and Mike Grady and Tom Costello were the 
time-keepers. ‘‘Reddy’’ was seconded by 
Mervine Thompson, the Thunderbolt“ and 
his trainer, Harry Pank. Dempsey was sec- 
onded by his trainer, * Costigan and 
Charles Perkins of Rochester, N. Y. 

Dempsey weighed 150 pounds and Gallagher 
15542, and both men were in fine condition. 
Dempsey showed up with the physique of a 
prize-fighter, while Gallagher, though of 
muscular build, looked less compact and 
more irregular in development. empsey 
walked to the scratch smiling, and Reddy“ 
faced him gamely. The fight was clever, but 
not very exciting. Blood was drawn, but 
there was no knock-down. Honors were 
even until after the third round, when Galla- 

her did the best work. Dempsey was far 

om his best, but even with his left arm 
broken the blows that he struck showed the 
champion’s strength. 

First Round—Gallagher got in two body 
blows and a chin-scraper. Dempsey backed 
to the ropes on ‘‘Reddy’s’’ leads and reached 
Gallagher’s mouth. 

Second Round—Dempsey drove Gallagher to 
his corner, where they clinched. In breaking 
away Dempsey smiled and got in the only 
— blow of the fight. He made a straight 
shoulder drive for Gallagher’s jaw, which 
struck full and square,and ‘‘Reddy’’ clinched 

ain. No other blows were given excepta 
rib-roaster by Gellagher. 

Third Round—The third opened in a lively 
manner. Gallagher made several leads, which 
were stopped. empsey turned tothe ropes, 
when Gallagher gave him astinger. Dempsey 
opened on Reddy and punished him severely. 
Gallagher ducked, was caught back of the 
neck by Dempsey, and the latter gave him 
three upper-cuts, only one of which took 
effect. Gallagher got away, caught a right- 
hander and countered on Dempsey’s mouth, 
bringing first blood. Dempsey made a feint, 
Gallagher turned and was followed around the 
ropes. As time was called he got a right- 
hander back of the left ear. 

Fourth Round—Half the round was occu- 

ied with light sparring. After a few light 

lows the men came to close quarters, and 

Gallagher got in several short-range hits. 
**Reddy’’ tapped Dempsey’s nose, bringing 
more blood. 

Fifth Round—Gallagher reached Dempsey’s 
shoulder and clinched to avoid punishment. 
On breaking away, the champion landed a 
right-hander on Gallagher’s chest. Gallagher 
did a great deal of hugging in this round, 
which was ended by aswinging blow on Gal- 
lagher’s shoulder. 

ixth Round+Very little fighting was done. 
Dempsey would notstand, and ‘‘Reddy’’ fol- 
lowed himall around the ring. Dempsey was 
backed into his corner, but he avoided punish- 
ment by feints and dodges. At the end of the 
round the championd redened Gallagher’s 
neck, and the latter countered with a hot one 
on the short ribs. At the end of the 
Dempsey held up his left arm and stated 
t had been broken in the second round, so 
that he had since been unable to strike a blow 
with it. A physician examined the arm an 
found one of the bones between the wrist and 
elbow cracked and splintered. Referee Ryan 
pronounced the fight a draw. Gallagher is not 
satisfied with the result of the fight.

LANCASTER-GLOVER. 


Two Brief Depositions in the Case — Ad- 
journed Until To-Morrow. 


The taking of depositions in the Lancaster- 
Glover case was resumed shortly after 2 
o’clock yesterday afternoon. GeorgeG. Bain, 
areporter ot the Post-DISPATCH, was again 
put on the stand. Judge Martin conducted the 
examination for the plaintiff, Mr. Klein for the 
defendant. 

Witness was shown a circular letter of 


Glover, dated January 27, 1887, and asked if he 
had ever seen the manuscript or copy of the 
letter. Hereplied in the negative. He was 
shown a copy of the Post-DIsPpaTcH of July 12, 
1886, containing a telegram concerning the 


resolutions introduced inthe House by Mr. 


Glover. He testified that he had obtained the 
information from some member ofthe House 
of Representatives, but from whom he could 
not remember. The account of the Lowry- 
Glover controversy in the House he hud ob- 
tained in part from Mr. Glover whom 
he asked for the information as he was not 
present in the House gallery when the 
controversy occurred. Mr. Glover furnished 
him a copy of the Killian letter read in this 
controversy. As nearly as he could recoilect, 
this letter was in manuscript and Mr. Glover 
read him extracts from it. This was not the 
same as the letters inciuded in Mr. Glover’s 
answer. Witness was shown a copyof the 
PostT-DIsPATCH of June 22, 1886, containing 
Mr. Bliss’ report on the Lancaster investiga- 
tion. Witness testified that this report was 
given him by Mr. Glover, but where or in 
what manner he could not remember. 

Judge Martin went overa great deal of old 
ground without obtaining any satisfaction. 

MR. KLEIN 

then took the witness in charge. Mr. Bain 
testified that Mr. Glover had seen none ot bis 
dispatches before they were filed. Mr. Glover 
had requested him to transmit one or two dis- 

atches. He. bad relied on other sources than 
Mr. Glover for news. He had transmitted only 
such dispatches as contained news matter. 

Judge Martin asked if Mr. Glover had ever 
requested witness to withhold information he 
had imparted to him concerning Mr. Lancas- 
ter ‘Witness replied that Mr. Glover had 
frequently given him information with the re- 
quest that it be not published. 

CLEM. CREVELING 
was then put on the stand. In answer to 
Judge Martin's question he said that he knew 
Mr. Glover.

SAN: FRANCISCO. 


Manager Locke Finally Effects a Compro- 
mise With the Songstress—E. H. Sothern 
Produces One of His Father’s Plays Suc-

San Francisco, May 4.—The National Opera

prima donna her popularity in San Francisco 
is already an established fact. Monday night 
the opera-house was crowded, the largest 
audience of the season being present to wit- 
ness the first production ot Nero.“ Although 
the name of Mme. L' Allemande was on the 
programme she did not appear, and as no one 
took her place the character assigned to her 
was necessarily omitted. All day it was the 
town talk that the favorite soprano had re- 
fused to sing because the National Opera Com- 
pany had not paid her the money which she 
had earned. It was even asserted that the ar- 
rears of salary due her amounted to quite a 
large sum. 

The events of yesterday afternoon prove that 
considerable foundation exists for these 
rumors. The bill for last night was ‘‘Mar- 
tha,’’ in which L’Allemande was to play 
the leading part of Lady Harriet. Many 
seats had been sold on the strength 


of this announcement, and the evening papers 
contained no hint of achange of programme. 
It is a fact, however, that owing to the refusal 
of L’Allemande to sing, even after the stage 
had been set for the first act of ‘‘Martha,’’ 
the management determined to substitute the 
opera of ‘‘Orpheus and Eurydice.’’ The 
stage hands swore at the extra work necessi- 
tated by the sudden change. About the opera- 
house it was reported that L’Allemande was 
sick. This statement, however, was made 
with a significant smile. Her lawyer was 
seen with Manager Locke about 6 
o’clock yesterday n and there 
was talk of a compromise being affected. 
At 7:30 o’clock p. m. it was stated that the 
opera would be ‘‘Martha’’ as at first an- 
nounced and the stage hands were busy takin 
down the ‘‘Orpheus’’ scenery, which they had 
just got in the place and the placing of the 
setting for the first act of ‘‘Martha.’’

Young Sothern Produces One of His Father’s 
Plays.

NEW YORK, May 4.—The famous comedian, 
Sothern, leftat his death a play which he and 
Mr. Madison Morton had prepared for his own 
use.

Six Million Dollars for John Doe. 
From the New York WORLD. * 

We submit to the public whether the first 
day’s testimony of Mr. C. P. Huntington does 
not fully verify the WORLD’sS exposure and 
justify its demand for an investigation. 

The WORLD showed in January that between 
November, 1869, and December 31, 1880, the 
Central Pacific Railway Company, through its 
chief officers, disbursed over $2,000,000 in ex- 
penses, for which it refused the wovernment 
Auditor any explanation: Large amounts were 
charged as having been paid to professional 
and notorious lobbyists. Concerning one of 
these men, the late Charles H. Sherrill, 
Mr. Huntington said, in à letter pub- 
lished a few days before the exposure 
that ‘‘it was his duty to learn, reportand see 
that the position of the company received no 
damage’’ in the ‘‘questions which were con- 
tinually arising with the executive, judicial 
and legislative branches of the Government. 
It was shown that Mr. Huntington had made 
$675,000 of these unexplained disbursements, 
and Leland Stanford, now representing the 
Central Pacific corporation in the Senate, was 
charged with $733,810. The Government—that 
is, the people—has a5 per cent interest in all 
Gisbursements before 1879 tending to reduce 
the road’s net earnings,and a 25 per cent share 
in them since that date. 

Mr. Huntington now admits, under oath, 
the expenditure of over 36, 000, 000 by his com- 
pany between 1874 and 1885 (with one year 
missing) for ‘‘legal’’ and ‘‘miscellaneous and 
general purposes.’’ 


Receipts of Paris Theaters. 


From the London Times. 

A table of receipts at theaters from 1878 to 
1886 shows that the Paris Opera dnd the Fran- 
caise are not subject to great fluctuations. 
Thus the receipts at the Opera, which were 
8,570,000 francs in 1878, the Exhibition year, 
dropped to 2,784,000 francs in 1879, and have 
since varied only between 3,465,000 francs and 
2,864,000 francs. Thetakings of the Francaise 
were 2,889,000 francs in 1878, rose to 2,606,000 
in the following year, and have since varied 
between 2,115,000francs and 1,651,000 francs. 

The Exhibition does not considerably swell, 
and economic depression does not con- 
siderably reduce, the attendance at these 
two places of entertainment. Some of the 
minor theaters are subject to much greater 
fiuctuations, and the aggregate receipts 
dropped from 30, 600, 000 francs in 1878 to 20,000, - 
000 francs in 1879, while they have since varied 
from 28,000,000 francs to 25,000,000 francs. In 
1884, 1885, and 1886 the last sum was not ex- 
ceeded, butthis, though much below the re- 
ceipts of 1881, 1882, and 1883, was sensibly 
above those of 1879 and 1880.

The Mayor last night sent the major portion 
of the long-expected slate to the Ooundil for 
approval, and the various appointments were 
referred to the appropriate committees for 
consideration. They will report upon them 
on Friday night. While from the number of 
applicants for the various positions there were 
necessarily many disappointments there were 
but few surprises for the public. The slate 
printed in yesterday’s Posr-Disraren was 


identically correct upon the prediction of such 


of the officers as were sent in. 
THE SLATS. 

Leverett Bell, City Consulor, has occupied 
that position for eleven years. He was first 
appointed in 1875, served one year, and eight- 
een months later was reappointed, since 
which time he has served continuously. His 
salary is $5,000 per year. 

M. L. Holman, Water Commissioner. who 
succeeds Commissioner Whitman, has been a 
deputy in that department for ten years. The 
salary of the position is $3,000. 

Jno. W. Turner, Street Commissioner, isa 
reappointment. Gen. Turner is a graduate of 
West Point. The granite pavement and other 
reconstruction has taken place during his 
term of office. Thesalary is $3,000. 


R. E. MeMath, Sewer Commissioner, isa re- 
appointment. He has been connected with 
the department for many years. The salary 
is $2,000. 

Richard Klemm, who succeeds Park Com- 
missioner Weigel, is a Democrat. He isa 
civil engineer, and did work in that capacity 
onthe bridge and tunnel during their con- 
struction. He has also been in the city’s em- 
2 in charge of street improvements. Since 

m. Hyde’s appointment as Postmaster Mr. 
Klemm has been Assistant Superintendent of 
Carriers at the Post-office. His salary will be 


2,500, 

M. J. Murphy who succeeds Harbor Commis- 
sioner Alt, isa Democrat, who wasa mem- 
ber of the School Board some yearsago. He 
has been a candidate for several offices and 
at one time was in the shirt manufacturing 
business on Washington avenue. He is a son- 
in-law of Jesse Arnot, the liveryman. The 
salary of his Ragen is $3,000. 

Jos. Temple, who replaces Fred Mott as 
Collector of Water Rates was,previous to his 
election tothe City Council four years ago, 
local agent of the Pacific Express Company. 
He is an active politician, and in the last city 
election was badiy defeated for the office of 
Recorder of Deeds by W. A. Hobbs. In the 
water office he will receive yearly $3,000. 

D. P.j|Rowland,reappointed Commissioner of 
Supplies, is a well-known business man and 
at one time was President of the Merchant’s 
Exchange. He has been a candidate before 
conventions for the nomination of Sheriff and 
has been prominent in political work. He is 
the maternal uncle of the Mayor and receives 
$3,600 per year. 

Dr. Geo. F. Dudley, who succeeds Health 
Commissioner Stevenson, is a physician and 
active politician. He was Coroner two terms. 
The salary of his position is $3,000. 

John Lindsay, reappointed Fire Chief, is a 
veteran fire-fighter—connected with the St. 
ae department for many years. His salary 
8 $3,000. 

Wm. G. McClelland, who succeeds Boiler 
Inspector Ecoff, is a prominent river man, has 
lived in St. Louis for many years and has been 
captain of a steamboat. The salary of his po- 
sition is $1,300. 

Michael Callahan, who succeeds Henry Sieg- 
mund as Jailer, was appointed a Police Com- 
missioner by Gov. Marmaduke, from which po- 
sition he afterwards resigned. He is an old - 
time Democrat and for many years has been 
foreman ofthe Cornelius Becanon & Co. gas- 
fixture establishment. His salary is $1,500 and 
quarters. 

Wm. Kunz succeeds himself in the Superin- 
tendency of the Work-house. His salary is 
$1,200 per year, with quarters and support for 
himself and family. 

Chas. 8. Broadhead, who replaces Assistant 
City Counselor Culver, is a son of James 0. 
Broadhead. Heisa young man and has been 
practicing at the St. Louis bar for the past six 
years. is salary will be $2,500. 

James J. Butler, successor to T. P. Dyer, 
the City Attorney, is a young lawyer who was 
at one time interested in the mnnagement of 
the Standard theater. He is a son of the well- 
known Democratic politician, Ed Butler. 
Salary, $2,500. 

Chas. F. Cady, Judge of the First District 
Police Court, has been in that position for 
many years and has a long experience with 
the criminal classes and petty offenders of the 
city. Salary, $2,500. 

dward White, Police Judge of the Second 
District, was first appointed to that position 
two years ago to succeed Judge Dennison, who 
was removed by the Council. The salary of 
his position is $2,500. 

James Meegan, vice Von Gerichten, Police 
Justice of Carondelet, was a member of the 
City Council prior to the adoption of the pres- 
ent city charter. He is at present a Justice of 
the Peace and has been a politician all his 
life. His salary is $600, 2 

John F. McEnnis vice Bischoff, Clerk of the 
First District Police Court, was formerly as- 
sistant clerk in the same office. The salary of 
his new position is $12,000 per year,

Anselme Albert, assessor First District, isa 
Republican, and succeeds himseif. 

Puul Young, vice Heppner, Second District, 
is an active politician in the southern portion 
ofthe city. He was an applicant for jailership 
on the present slate. 

Joseph Brown, vice W. H. Fox, Third Dis- 
trict, was Mayor of St. Louis for four years. 
He was atone time President of the Missouri 
Pacific Kailway and at the last general 
Municipal election was defeated by Col. Flad 
for the position of President of the Board of 
Public Improvements.

J. J. Moran, Fifth District, is a reappoint- 
ment, 

John F. McGrath, vice Wm. Hirt, Sixth Dis- 
trict, was a district assessor for four years 
some years ago.

Pat J. Woodlock, vice N. W. Olark, Seventh 
District, is a member of the Democratic Cen- 
tral Committee and the Mullanphy Board, He 
a builder of experience and ap old politi- 
cian. 

Tayon, tvice C. M. Newcomb, Eighth 
District, was at one time Superintendent of 
the Poor-house, and was an applicant for the 
position of jailer on the present slate.

“Sunset”? Cox Believes Cleveland Will Ac- 
cept a Second Term.

WASHINGTON, D. O., May 4.— Sunset Cox 
is busily engaged on his book, The Diver- 
sions of a Diplomate’’ at his residence, the 
Barber Mansion, in the suburbs of the city. 
Speaking of Cleveland and the second term, 
he said: ‘‘Of course resident Cleveland will 
accepta second term. Nobody believes that 
he will not. It is on the cards. Mr. Cleveland 
may not care to say that he is a candidate, and 
he certainly will notfind it necessary to say 
that he is not.’’ Mr. Cox thought that 
the speakership of the Fiftieth Oongress 


was settled in favor of Carlisle unless, he 
added, Mr. Randall's friends should fear 
that he would be badly treated and some sort 
of a combination should be formed to prevent 
that. The Democrats have, at most, only fif- 
teen majority. There aretwo or three mem- 
bers of the next House who cannot be readily

While Deranged, a Young Woman Suar- 
reptitiously Obtains a Bottle of Chioral 
and Takes a Fatal Overdose—Incoherent 
Letters Found in Her Pocket After Death 
Sad News Sent to a Fond Father. 


At s o’Glock this afternoon Coroner Frazer 
began an inquest at Smithers & Wagoner’s 
undertaking establishment on the body of 
Cora M. Sullivan, who committed suicide last 
night in“ a boarding-house near Eighteenth 
and Wash streets. The young woman was 
brought to this city on Monday from her 
home at Montgomery City, Mo., by 
her father, who took her to the 
Protestant Hospital on Highteenth street, 
between Wasi and Carr streets. When she 
Was admitted to the institution Dr. F. H. Fry, 
the pfiysician in charge, found that she was 
deranged. He obtained a brief history of the 
case, for the purposes of treatment. Her 
mental trouble was attributed to physical 
conditions, aggravated by grief. Her mania 
Was marked by the strong impression that she 
Was under the influence of evil spirits, but 
it was not apprehended that she would 
make an attempt on her life. On Monday 
night she slept from II p. m. until 7 a. m. un- 
Ger the influence of chloral and bromide of 
potash, which had been prescribed by the 
Physician. She unexpectedly became violent 
and yesterday was found with her head under 
the bedciothes attempting to strangle her- 
self with a handkerchief. This was taken 
from hoer. It was subsequenily found 


that her neck was discolored, as if she had at - 
tempted to cut her throat with a blunt instru- 
ment. Her father was sent for, and advised to 
transfer her to St. Vincent’s Asylum for treat- 
ment. He would not consent to this, but de- 
cided to have her transferred to a lodg- 
ing-house near by. Miss Rice, one of 
the nurses of the Hospital, was specially 
detailed to care for the unfortunate young 
Woman in her new quarters, where it was in- 
tended she should continue under the same 
medical treatment. On leaving the hospital 
Miss Rice placed the chloral and bromide in a 
basket which she carried. The patient saw 
where the medicine had been placed, and on 
the way 
SECRETLY OBTAINED POSSESSION OF THE 
BOTTLE, 

which she conceaied in her bosom until 
A favorable time resented itself, dur- 
ing the momentary inattention of the nurse, 
when she swallowed the contents which 
caused her death in afew minutes. The phy- 
sician of the Hospital was notified, but too 
late to render any assistance. After the giri’s 
déath the Coroner was advised and the body 
was transferred to the undertaking rooms. 
In the young woman’s pocket $8l* in money 
and two letters were found. 

THE FIRST WAS WRITTEN IN PENCIL 
and read as follows: 

Had I taken the advice of friendsjI would be 
happy now; such disgrace would not fall on 
us; and now, all good friends, beware of spir- 
ite; they are the devil; they caused metodo 
what Ihave done. One got possession of me 
and kept the evil accumulating. Mother had 
no doctor and Lean prove it, and that one 
thing has condemned me. Paleft me all the 
money he had and left me, not thinking me 
Buicidal. My God! he never thought I would 
do whatIdid. Icarried a pocket-book, had 
money, but let things look like we were pau- 

ers. People thought [had lost my mind. 

he evil spirit has done its work and done it 
well. Pa is innocent as Godin Heaven; it is 
all my own fault causes suspicion to rest on 
him. IfIcould only make him believe—but 
What is the use? Ihave condemned myself. I 
see what I have done. Ionce had a beautiful 
life and thought good, but was corrupted 
with evil. Poor father wanted to make life 
happy and atone for neglect in younger life. 
Well, once happy, and now, girl, your time 
has come, the spirit devil has done its work 
and done it well. I will now die, as I don't 
wan’ttolive. Pa does not know what killed 
ma. I was convinced, but did not teil, and 1 
told aunty. Pa then would not let me go on as 
I did. I burned the letters that would our 


good. 
SECOND LETTER. 

The other was written in ink by a practiced 

and. It read as follows: l 

„Spirits have done this work. Iam a me- 
dium, let the crazy, evil spirit have posses- 
sion of me and see what lhavedone. i did 
not accept good but always evil. I was a 
writing medium and N ways wrote lies 
and I accepted them. would never take 
good advice and always had my own way. I 
never tried to make anyone happy. I 
am a very bad and wicked girl, Pa, 
to ‘think that I should condemn our 
innocent life. It is awful, but when the judg- 
ment day comes you will be cleared. You are 
as innocent as the God in Heaven. I was too 
stingy. I could have been the happiest girl on 
earth, but I have condemned my innocent 
father and myself. People —— me strange 
and thatisit. Only at times would take 
those spells, and when in those moods I 
wrote things that were not true. I have 
sent letters to pa and said things he never 
knew or thought of, He thought me good and 
smart. My father thought me crazy and did 
not believe whatItold him. Oh, he brought 
me to the good people thinking I was a sweet, 
innocent girl. I have brought disgrace on 
myself, on pa and all my kin. Auntie, your 
fond and loving ‘niece has disgraced you. 
Things that I have written on that paper, some 
are not true. That evil spirit that 
lied has made me do some things that I would 
undo buttnolate * * No one will believe 
me I burned the letters pa wrote me which 
would have saved him. He got everything 
he could think of, even sent off for the beef, 
wine and iron thinking I was doing my duty. 
Pa would do anything, but Ihaveruined all 
now. But as sure as God is in heaven Pa is in- 
nocent. Refore God and man he looked to 
me and thought [had judgment enough. Ma 
— not like company. Oh, God, what have 1 

one?’’ 

The letter did not finish thus abruptly when 
first written. The lower edge was torn. A 
blot of ink, dropped on from the pen which 
wrote the above wastorn through, indicating 
that the lower part of the sheet was torn after 
the letter was written.

A STOLEN MARCH, 


Chillicothe’s Claims Forthe Industrial Home 
to Be Contested. 


The news that Gov. Marmaduke had selected 
a site at Chillicothe, Mo., for the Girls’ In- 
dustrial Home, an institution provided for by 
the last Legislature, caused surprise and dis- 
appointment in this city. The movement to 
establish a home for the reformation of way- 
ward girls was started by a number of 
charitable ladies of St. Louis. The bill 
was introduced by Mr. Charles Noland 


who said to-day: I am surprised at the ac- 
tion ofthe Board which is reported as making 
the selection. I introduced the bill which ap- 
ropriates $50,000 for the establishment of an 
ndustrial Home for Girls, and in detail desig- 
nates that each County shall pay $175 per an- 
num, payable quarterly in advance for each 
girl sent to the institution. The act also ap- 
points a Boara of three over which the Gov- 
ernor shall preside, to select a site for the 
building, the decision to be governed by 
the inducements in the way oflaud or money 
offered by the localities Spry ns for this ad- 
dition. It appears that Chillicothe has offered 
fifty-three acres of ground, valued at about 
$100 an acre, and the board has accepted the 
offer. Iam sure ifSt. Louis had an oppor- 
tunity its citizens would make an effort to 
have the Home located here. It should cer- 
tainly be built some place near Kansas 
City or St. Louis as the 
large majority of the women will be 
sent from these cities. To locate it at Chilli- 
cothe is very unwise, as by the provisions of 
the billthe guard who takes the girl to the 
Home must be paid his fee and traveling ex- 
penses. The girl’s expenses must also be 
paid, sothat in the large majority of cases 
the traveling expenses on committing a girl to 
the institution would amount to a 
quarter’s board. On the night the bill 
was discussed Mayor Francis hap- 
pened to be in the House and then 
said he daily saw the need of such an institu- 
tion. He furthermore said that he would do- 
nate ten acres, located within six miles of the 
St. Louis Court-house, for the institution. 
The action taken by the Board has been hasty. 
The bili does not go into effect until June 19, 
as the emergency clause was not passed. I am 
sure there will be no difficulty in having the 
Board reconsider its action, if itis asked by 
the citizensof St. Louis. A meeting for this 
purpose will be held in a few days.

IN THE HOUSE. 


THE DUROSS SPRINKLING BILL LEAVES 
THE COUNCIL, 


Unanimous Passage in the Upper Chamber 
Last Night—Slow rden, Prevents 

First Reading—A Con Answers the 
Monopolists* Arguments—How He Was to 
Be Remembered—An Attempt to Destroy 
the Anti-Dust Petitionse—Complete Fail- 
ure of the Scheme—Need of Prompt Re- 
turn of Petitions. i. 


The first experience of the Duross sprink- 
ling Dill with the House of Delegates last night 
was nota pleasant one. It got jostied around 
by the big crowd in the corridors and had its 
shins barked in trying to get through the 
dimly lignted halls from the Oouncil Oham- 
ber to the House. It isn’t more 
than a mile from chamber to chamber, but 
it took the bill sucha long time to cover the 
distance that it didn’t reach the Delogates till 
adjournment had come. This is the first 
stumbling-block the bill has fallen over. In 
the Couneil its progress had not been inter- 
fered with by the slightest obstacle, and it had 
jumped from one stage of action to anothor 
with a smoothness of motion that filled the 
public with delight. It was, therefore, with 
considerable surprise and regret that its 
friends found that the bill failed to make the 
proper connection with the House. They had 
every reason to believe that it would get a first 
reading in the House last night. It was 
promptly reported to the Council in the early 
part of the evening by the Committee on En- 
rollment. 

It was then unanimously passed by the 
Council. 

Immediately after, it was started over to the 
House but this body had time to gransact con- 
siderable business and adjoin before the bill 
reached it. 

A reporter for the Post-DISPATCH who 
oalled at the Council Chamber 
was told that the bill had gone 


to the House. He went over there and waited 
fully fifteen minutes while the vote on half a 
dozen bills was taken. But no sprinkling bill 
— and when the last vote was called, 
Delegate Huber arose and said: ‘‘If there is no 
further business, I move we adjourn.’’ 

There was no further business. The Dele- 
gates were not like Fatima’s sister, and 
couldn’t watch all night. So when no bill 
came in sight they promptly adjourned. 


GIVES THEM AWAY, 


How a Sprinkling Contractor Lets in Some 
Light, 


Up in North St. Louis is an intelligent sprink-

Tes; Iknow it is, but Iam prepared to 
stand by it. You must take into consideration 
the increased salary, expenses of 8 con- 
tractor having one-fifth of the sprinkling to 
do. He would have to have clerks and 
superintendents for each of his three or 
four stables. Hisforce of help would be so 
large that he could not bid low and pay hfs 
expenses. But divide the city into small dis- 
tricts and each contractor would bave none of 
these expenses. He could superintend his own 
stables, drive a wagon probably, and would 
need no clerks and such assistants. 

Now,“ said Mr. Poliman, it any con- 
tractor thinks big districts will cheap- 
en the work, let him come out 
and show his reasons. But then there is no 
use in saying that. They won't come out, be- 
cause they have no figures to back up their 
statements.’’ 

ASKED TO LOBBY. 

These statements of Polilman will bea sur- 
prise to the other contractors that have been 
counting on hissupportin making afight for 
big districts. For some time his aid bas 
been sought. Whenarecent bill was before 
the Assembly restricting the number of dis- 
tricts to ten, he wasin especial demand. He 
says he then received an invitation from the 
superintendent of a big monopoly to call on 
him. He did so, and the superintendent said 
to him: Now, look here, Pollman, you use 
your influence in the House to get that kind of 
a bill through and you won’t be forgotten if it 
Passes. 

Remembered? How? Mr. Pollman never 
bad a chance to find out how. But can any 
sensible man believe that reference was not 
had to the division of the spotis if they could 
have worked their bill through?

THE CARLISLE INTERVIEW. 


The New York Times Takes Issue With the 
Ex-Speaker, 


New YorK, May 4.—In commenting on the 
Carlisle interview, sent in these dispatches 
yesterday, the Times this morning says: We 
have heard predictions of this sort before. We 
regret to say that we cannot actept them as 
conclusive. They may be correct, but they 
may not be. They are exactly the same 
as those Mr. Carlisle presented before 


the meeting of Congress at the last 
session. They are based on a plausi- 
bie view of the facts, but not on a view 
that is indisputable. There is, no doubt, an 
increasing pressure for reduction 05 taxation 
caused by the surplus revenues, but that 
pressure is not solely in the direction of the 
reduction of the tariff. It is not necessarily in 
that direction at all. It may be relieved by 
reduction of internal revenue taxes. Mr. 
Carlisle himself admits that the tobacco tax 
may be taken off, which would dis- 
ose of at least $30,000,000. It may also 
e relieved by the repeal o the 
— on sugar, Wien ie in intent a 
protective tax, but which, owing to the re- 
markable changes in the production of sugar 
and the very great fallin prices, isnot now 
much else than a revenue tax. The repeal of 
this tax would take over $50,000,000 from the 
revenue, and, with the repeal of the tobacco 
tax, would completely dispose of the surplus, or 
so nearly so, that no other changes in the tariff 
could be based on the existence of the surplus. 
Under all these considerations, and they are 
— plain and cannot be ignored by even 
he most sanguine, we cannot agree with Mr. 
Carlisie that the Treasury surplus makes a re- 
duction of the tariff absolutely necessary, 
Nor dowe believe that it can be brought 
about by any union of Republicans and Demo- 
crats. here are not enoughof the former 
who would enter such a union, and the 
Democrats are sufficiently in earnest not to 
make such a union feasible or even inviting. 
There is only one way in which tariff reform 
can be made certain—that is by making ita 
diatinct national issue. No party is yet ready 
to do this. Mr. Carlisle himself is not read 
for it. Until itis done, however, reform will 
will come, if at all, in dribbles or by accident.

ILLINOIS LEGISLATURE, 


Both Houses Putin the Day Passing Various 
Bills. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-DisrArou. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 4.—House bill No. 
461, Mr. Campbell's pure liquor bill, passed by 
a vote of 120 to 1. Senate bill No. 834 was 
called up, but not having been printed in the 
House, its consideration was delayed one 
week. The bill appropriating $25,000 
for the Cumberland County Oourt-house, 


failed to pass, the vote being yeas, 47; nays, 
42. House bill No. 207 was passed. It compels 
County Clerks to keep records of bonds filed 
by Justices and Oonstabies. House bill No. 
219 by Mr. Lowry, authorizing the issuing of 
writs of certiorari to take cases from 
Justices to the proper courts passed. House 
bill 808, to extend the powers of officers in 
cities and villages, also passed. Mr. Bro- 
laski’s bill authorizing recorders of deeds to 
take abstracts of titles passed. The Senate re- 
ceived a majority and a minority report, and 
also a communication from H. W. Roxker&Co. 
from the committee investigating the printing 
contracts, which were all made a special or- 
der for to-morrow. Mr. Gibbs introduced a 
Ohicago drainage bill, which isa duplicate of 
Mr. Oraft’s, introduced in the House yester- 
day.

THE WALL PAPER MEN. 


The Pool Abandoned and Prices to Drop 25 
Per Cent. 


By Telegraph to the POsT-DISPATCH. 

NRW YORE, May 4.—The wall- paper pool has 
been abandoned and the price ofthat very 
necessary commodity promises to take a 
tumble of about 25 per cent next spring, unless 
a new pool is organized under the auspices of 
the Wall-Paper Manufacturers’ Association. 
The fact that the pool had been abandoned by 
the leading manufacturers who have held it 
together since 1879, has made a decided sensa- 
tion in the trade. Nowhere, however, has it 
made so much of a sensation as among the 
manufacturers outside ofthe pool who have 


been fighting the organized manufacturers for 
a half-dozen years, and to whose efforts the 
abandonment of the pool is in great part due. 
Prices have been maintained, artistic produc- 
tion fostered, and wonderful improvements in 
machinery and methods of manufacture made 

ossible under the pool’s fostering care. 

wenty-one of the largest firms in the country 
are members of the American Wall-Paper 
Manufacturers’ Association, thirteen of which 
pool their earnings and divide profits, the bal- 
ance abiding by the rules and scale of prices 
of the pool men, butnot See their r 
into the common pool. he Association still 
remains, for it is an incorporated body, but all 
attempts to continue the pooling arrange- 
ments have been abandoned, and the Commis- 
sioner, Charles H. Hayden of Boston, has re- 
signed, and is to go to Europe fora visit next 
month. 

NON-POOL MEN FRIGHTENED. 

This situation has frightened the non-pool 
men, whose war cry has been, We'll sell our 
goods 10 per cent below pool rates. The 
thirteen non-pool manufacturers are not so 
strong financially as the pool men, and the 
dread the inevitable war to the death whic 
they must fight against the stronger and bet- 
ter-equipped firms. They will meet in what 
would be, in its way,.one of the most bitter 
fights known among manufacturers in this 
country. The Association firms, anticipating

ysome agreement between the parties can 
the condition or affairs in the trade be settled 
and the impending battle for existence among 
the 1 manufacturers, pool and non- 
pool alike, be averted.

“A REIGN OF TERROR” 


\PLOTTING A SERIES OF DYNAMITE OUT- 
RAGES DURING THE QUEEN’S JUBILEE. 


Scotland Yard Detectives in New York 
Watching the Dynamiters—Looking Out 
for Mysterious Packages’’—A Body of 
Sober but Desperate Men—Liberal Con- 
tributions to the Fund for Explosives. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTcu. 

NEw YORK, May 4.—There are many indica- 
tions to those who can read below the sur- 
face of Irish ‘‘politics’’ that the extreme Na- 
tionalists in this country are preparfng for an- 
other series of dynamite outrages in England, 
and many signs point to the Queen’s jubilee as 
the time fixed upon for the beginning of the 
reign of terror. Some time ago a suspicious 
vessel was hovering off the coast of Ire- 
land, said to have dynamite for de- 
livery to the extreme faction in 
that country. She was so closely watched 
by the British, however, that she was unable 
to land her infernal engines, but it is now said 
that the dynamite was thrown overboard, and 
in spite of English vigilance was fished up and 
deposited safely in the hands of those await - 
ing it. It is well-known that a number of 
Scotiand Yard detectives have been in this 
city and elsewhere in this country, watching 
the dynamiters, and, in all probability, the 
English Government is well informed of 
the plots formed against it. These plots the 
League has nothing to do with, and the peace- 
ful Irish Nationalist repudiates the use of 
dynamite with horror, but that the extreme 
wing ofthe party is contemplating another 
terrible surprise for England there is not the 
least doubt. 

THE PLOT. 

A well-informed Irishman, who has not 
sympathy with the objects of the dynamiters, 
said to a reporter yesterday: 

There is every reason to believe that the 
extreme Irish Nationalists contemplate an- 
other dynamite campaign in England and that 
it will begin before many days. The Custom- 
house authorities in Great Britain have all 
been warned to keep a strict lookout for 
*mysterious packages’ and this warning was 
given on account of information sent from 
this side by the Scotland Yard detectives, and 
the information gained by these gentlemen 
was in the main correct. Since O’ Donovan 
Rossa has been detached from the 
dynamiters, a numberof rich Irishmen have 
contributed liberally to the fund for organiz- 
ing dynamite attacks. Ther object is, as they 
express it, to celebrate the Queen’s jubilee in 
amanner becoming Irish Nationalists. Itis 
proposed to create

during the celebration of the jubilee and an- 
swer the coercion bill at the same time. Rossa 
talked too much, and eo long as he was identi- 
fied with the plots of the Extremists, the Gov- 
ernment always knewin advance what was 
coming. Since his withdrawal thejorganization 
has been controlled by men whose first and 
greatest care has been to keép their operations 
secret. Some of the most violent of the mem- 
bers of the Clan-na-Gael have been induced to 
join in the work, and all the noisy and talka- 
tive element has been quietly got rid of. 

At a meeting up town recently, at which a 
relative of Sheridan, the invincible, presided, 
it was announced by a well-known member 
that before two months had passed away the 
thunder ef Irish vengeance would resound 
around the world. Unusual activity has been

DYNAMITE EXPLOSIVES. 

The regular Clan-na-Gael are opposed to 
violent measures, but a number of the mem- 
bers are not so conscientious, and will be 
found well to the front when the blow is 
struck. 

A strong effort is being made to secure the 
release of Dr. Thomas Gallagher, the Green 
Point physician, who is serving a life sentence 
for his alleged participation in the London ex- 
plosions. Congressman Perry Belmont took 
with him to London petitions for the doctor’s 
pardon, signed by Gov.

Sensational Statement Regarding an Alleged

— [Copyright, 1887.]—The 
Queen holds strong opinions on the Colin 
Campbell case, andI hear that her Majesty 
deciares that Lady Colin has been shamefully 
treated and that she will be pleased to receive 
her at court. Her Majesty has very decidedly 
condemned the whole conduct of the Camp- 
bell family in respect to Lady Colin, and par- 
ticularly blames the Duke of Argyll and Lord 
Colin. 

ROYAL GUESTS. 

Most of the royalties from abroad will be the 
Queen's guests at Buckingham Palace during 
their stay in London, but except the near rela- 
tives from Germany, none will re- 
main for more than the inside of a 
week. The King and Queen of Denmark 
are to be the guests ot the Prince and Princess 
ot Wales at Marlborough House, as well as the 
King of Greece, who is coming to England for 
the jubilee. The Grand Duke and Grand 
Duchess Serge of Russia, who are to represent 
the court of St. Petersburg, will stay at Clar- 
ence’ House with the Duke and Duchess ot Ed- 
inburg. None of the foreign royalties will 
stay at Windsor. They are to accompany her 
Majesty thither onthe afternoon of Wednes- 
day the 23d of June, as her return to the castie 
is to be an affair of state and ceremony. She 
will drive from Slough through Eton and 
Windsor. There will be a grand banquet at 
the castle in the evening in St. George’s Hall 
and all the guests will return to London after- 
ward. 

DELANB’S BIOGRAPHY. 

T understand that the projected biography 
of Mr. Delane, the late editor of the Times, 
about which there has been so much fuss, 
will not be published. The fact is the life of 
Mr. Delane would be a secret history of the 
Times during its most brilliant period, and 
the principal proprietor of that journal is 
strongly averse to any revelations. Mr. 
Delane left a vast mass of correspondence of 
the highest interest and importance, but I sus- 
pect that the bulk of it has been destroyed. 

. THE CAMBRIDGE EIGHT.

CROOKED PENSIONS. 

A correspondent of the St. James Gazette 
has been stimulated by the staftling revela- 
tions of the Lackey case to investigate the mil - 
itary pension list. On three consecutive pages 
ofthe list are to be found the names of a 
dozen officers who retired on half-pay be- 
tween 1814 and 1820, and none of these indi- 
viduals weré young when they quitted the 
service. There are also several ladies who 
are now drawing pensions which were granted 
to them between seventy and eighty years 
ago. 

A ROYAL NOODLE. 

The Duke of Edinburgh has been guilty of 
a piece of senseless extravagance for which he 
Oughtto be sharply reprimanded by the ad- 
miralty. An immense boom was recéntly con- 
structed in the Malta Dock Yard by the Duke’s 
orders ata very considerable expense, and it 
was shipped on board the Temeraire for con- 
veyance to Argostoli, as the Duke had con- 
ceived the idea that it would be a fine thing 
to place the boom at the entrance of the 
harbor there, and then to test the powers of 
the Polyphemus dy making her burst 
it. Just as this crazy experiment was on the 
point of being tried it was pointed out to the 
Duke by some officérs who are more practical 
than himself that if by any chance the 
Polyphemus did not cut the boom clean in two 
a fearful catastrophe would be the result. So 
the Duke reluctantly abandoned the idea. The 
boom was one of the largest and most elab- 
orate that has ever been seen, and it has now 
been returned to Malta, where, presumably, it 
will be sold for a trifle, being perfectly useless.

SHERMAN’S LUCKY ESCAPE. 


The Plot of Cuban Outlaws to Kidnap the 
Senator. ii 


By Telegranh to the PoST-DISPATCH. 

Key West, Fla., May 4.— Rumors to the 
effect that Senator Sherman and narty nar- 
rowly escaped being kidnapped in Cuba have 
been thoroughly investigated by the corre- 
spondent of the Post-DisPATCH and are found 
to have some foundation. It happened when 
John Sherman, Mr. Miller and Gen. McCook 
and party were on a visit to Guanapay, near 
Havana. The plan was well laid and the ban- 


ditti were led by Malagas, the most celebrated 
and boidest of the Cuban outlaws. The first 
information of the narrow escape of Mr. Sher- 
man was given by the Key West Equator which 
published the following: 

„From private letters from Havana we 
learn that a party of kidnappers, or outlaws, 
comprising the most dangerous elements of 
the Cuban banditti, had arranged to capture 
John Sherman on his recent visit to Cuba. 
The project only failed by a difference in time. 
The plot was well arranged and the banditti 
were in sufficient force to capture Sherman 
and his party, but fortunately for the dis- 
tinguished gentiemen’s safety, they left the 
plantation which was intended as the scene 
of the outrage just five minutes before the 
outlaws appeared. 

This account was made the basis of several 
sensational’ reports which have been denied, 
but the story is true in every particular. The 
capture was to take place while the 23 were 
on a visit to the sugar plantation of Don 
Lamberto Fernandez. pe ty Senator Sher- 
man had with him a body of the civil guards, 
the robbers were in sufficient force, had they 
met them, to capture the entire body and hold 
them until they could reach the mountains. 
where the Senator would have been held 
as a hostage. A difference of i five 
minutes in time saved Senator Sherman, 
and possibly an international difficulty. 
When the banditti appeared and learned that 
Segator Sherman ha gone they bastinadoed 
th@overseer and treated others on the planta- 
tion to many severities. The Cuban press, 
acting under instructions from the Govern- 
ment, suppressed all mention of the matter, 
and itis possible that Senator Sherran is not 
aware of the great danger he escaped. Mr. E.
